His Wife. 


THE CEREMONIES AT FREMONT 


Afrival of President-Elect Cleveland 
and His Meeting 


WITH MEMBERS OF THE HAYES FAMILY 


Delegations from Oocngress, the Army and 
Navy, and Civic Societies—The Bu- 
rial at Snow-Covered Oakwood. 


Fremont, O., January 20.—On the. crest 
of a snow-clad slope, by the side of his 
beloved wife, the bier surrounded by his 
children, the president-elect, members -of 
President Harrison's cabinet, representatives 
of the army and navy of the United States, 
delegates from poth houses of congress, the 
governor of Ohio, members of legislative 
bodies and masses of military cominands, 
who@e blue uniturms, with scariet and 


) yellow facings and bristling bayonets on 
the landscape of c1iven snow, added warmth 


of coler to the w'ntry scene, the remains 
of ex-President Haves were laid to rest 
this afternoon. 

The entire arrangements of the obsequies 
had been placed iu the hands of Assistant 
Adjutant Gene:al H C. Corbin, of the 
United States army and, from the opening 
of the house in Speigel grove to crowds of 
citizens in the morning, till the last echo 
of the salute fired over the grave late in 
the afternoon, everything passed off with 
muiitary precision. 

Viewing the Remains. 

The remains of the ex-president lay in 
the large fumily dining room during the 
morning, where an escort of Grand Army 
veterans stood guard, while the people of 
Fremont and the surrounding towns were 
permitted .» gaze upon the features which 


have grown so familiar to them all. Vet-7 


erans of many fields, troops of school chil- 
dren marching in soldier ranks behind crape- 
bound Americap colors; farmers who had 
come for twenty mues over all but snow- 
bound roads, merched for hours through 
the spacious hall 1o view the dead. 

General Hayes’s remains rested in a neat 
crape-covered casket, the corners rounded 
into Corinthian columns, with a silver plate 
bore the brief ee “Rutherford B. 
Hayes, January 17, 1893.” 

Revels nis breast was the tri-colored 
ribbon of the miliary order of the Loyal 
Legion, with the insignia of the same, 
while on bis breast was a badge of the Army 
of West Virginia. A spray of graceful 
palms alone rested on the casket, while on 
a tiag-covered table were mauy floral em-

A veivad of Che President-Bteet. 

It was 121 o'clock, when train No 3, 
on the Lake Shore with a special car, 
“Grassmere,” bearmug President-elect Cleve- 
land reached the depot. Company D, 
Sixteenth regiment, had, with dilficulty, 
maintained an entrance way through the 
crowd at the station, and came to “present 
arms” as che president-elect and Pr.vate 
Secretary O’Brien stepped from the rear 
platform of the train. They were met by 
Webb ©. Hayes and Colonel Corbin, and 
driven at once to Spiegel grove. 

The crowd was motioned into silence as 
the carriage passed through the crowded 
streets. The meetiig between the president- 
elect and the menbers of General Hayes’s 
family was imprestiv« in the extreme. ‘he 
sons of tle late president, and his laughter, 
Miss Fannie, received him in the large 
hallway, and Mr. Cleveland clasped each 
of them fervently by the hand and re 
mained with bowed head. 

The two ex-presideuts have been closer 
friends than the ytbiic kuew for+- many 
years and ex-President Hayes had complet- 
ed arrangements to attend the inaugura- 
tion of Mr. Cleveland next March, expect- 
ing to be the guest of Senator Sherman and 
Colonel Corbin. 

she Faneral Services. 

It was shortly after 2 o'clock when the 
funeral ceremenies began. The remaninus 
had been carried into one of the lartger 
rooms of the house, and the apartments 
were filled with mourners and distinguish- 
ed friends. 

The services were extremely simple. 
Dr. James W. Bashford, president of the 
Ohio Weslyan university, in which both the 
General and Mrs. Hayes had long been 
greatly interested, and Kev. J. L. Albrit- 
ton, pastor of the Methodist church of this 
city, offciated, the latter reading 
the twenty-first psalm and the 
former delivering a prayer. A 
double quartet, led by Professor Alfred 
Arthur and David H. Kimberly, of Cleve 
laud, and Mrs. Door, of this city, rend- 
ered two hymns, of which the president 
had always been extremely fond: These 
were, “When Peace Like a River” and

Allegations in a Tarfman's Petition for 
Divorce. 


Kansas City, Janwtary 20.—The well- 
known turfman, Dagid Waldo, has filed 
an amended petitiowgin his divorce suit 
against Jessie Weldgy.3t covgaing charges 
of a sensational ha ~ It is alleged that 
up to March, 1892; the plaintiff and the de- 
fendant lived together, that the plaintiff 
treated his wife with kindness and affection, 
but that she had been guilty of habitual 
drunkenness and offered him such indigni- 
ties as to make life with her too great a 
burden to be borne.

SHOT AT THE SHADOW, 


And Killed the Mother When the Shot Was 
Aimed at the Dauchter. 

Anna, IJl., January 20.—Mrs. Edith Kel- 
ler has been brutally murdered at her home 
on a farm east of Dongola, in this, Union 
county, and James McEntire and Francis 
Settlemoir are in jail at Jonesboro charged 
with the crime. ‘The murder was committed 
after night.

CLOSED ITS DOORS. 


The Bank of Americus Suspends Business 
Cause of Its Trouble. 
Special. }— 


Americus, Ga., January 20.—( 
The Bank of Americus, the oldest and larg- 
est bank in the city, closed its doors this 
morning by order of the board of directors. 
This action is no surpise to the business 
community as it mn understood for 
some time that the affairs of the bank were 
complicated _b loans to the Svannah, 
Americus and Montgomery railroad which, 
i secured, could not be realized upon at 

nce. 

The capital stock is $150,000, surplus, 
$100,000; and the stockholders are indi- 
vidually liable for double their stock. They 
are mostly men of means and creditors of 
the bank are in no danger of loss: 

The deposit account of the bank has run 
down to those of the state of Georgia 
$36,000, city of Americus, $17,000, tax 
collector Sumter county, $1,500, and a few 
small personal ag amounting to proba- 
bly less than $1,000. 

No statements of the assets and liabili- 
ties has yet been pipes but no uneasi- 
ness is felt in business circles here, as all 
the other banks are in first-class condition, 
having none of the obligations of the rail- 
road company among their assets. 

The officers of the bank are: S. H. Haw- 
kins, president; Thornton Wheatley, vice

The Savannah, Americus and Montgomery 
railroad owes the bank about $78,000, the 
inability to collect which is regarded as the 
cause the suspendion. The state of 
Georgia having a first lien upon the assets, 
will, of course, lose nothing, and the city 
of Americus will be made whole either by 
the proceeds of the assets or by assess- 
ment on the stockholders. 

I’or two years past, the Bank of Americus 
has been aiding the Savannah, Americus 
and Montgomery railroad to the exclusion 
of mereantile business and its affairs there- 
fore, have ‘ittle direct bearing upon the 
financial status of the community. The 
bank in question, has been doing a good 
business during 1892 having earned and 
cleared 5 ver cent semi-annual dividends, 
July 1892 and January, 1893. Its  af- 
fairs will be wound up without jar 
or friction, and a new bank probably or- 
ganized by the stock rolders.

WEATHER SYNOPSIS" AND FORECAST. 


During the past two days a low barometric 
area, having rex nearly stationary over 
the upper Mississippi-vy. ey, has continued to 
exert & warming «ip in ce over the whole 
northwest. At Dodge City yesterday after- 
noon the thermometer roge to 54 degrees, as 
high as any te@perature féported in Texas, 
and2 degress higher than in Fiorida, as far 
south as Tampa. At North Platte the max- 
imum for the day was §0, and at Rapid City 
52. These high temperafures in the northwest 
show what remarkable quick temperature 
changes occur in that portion of the country 
(two days previous zero temperatures were 
common), and also show wonderful contrasts

the same hour in Atlanta and man other 
southern cities; when the fact is taken into 
consideration that the latter cities are more 
than five hundred miles.farther south..-.Result- 
wg from » cigh baromeiric area central near 
the gulf coast there were some very low tem- 
peratures recorded early yesterday morning in 
Uhio, Kentucky, Tennessee and northern Geor- 
gia. In Cincinnati it was 2 degress below 
zero, the lowest temperature teported yester- 
day in the United States; in Knoxville it was 
2 above zero, and in Atlanta it was 10 
above. This temperature in Atlanta was next 
to the lowest recorded in the city this winter. 
The lowest was 8 above zero on the morn- 
ing of the 16th. 

That warm wave in the northwest is gradu- 
ally extending eastward, and a marked rise 
in temperature is probable in all states east of 
the Mississippi river during the next forty- 
eight hours. As yet little precipitation is 
accompanying the storm area now over the 
upper Mississippi valley, and only light local 
rains or snows are anticipated to occur today 
in the central portion of the country, unless 
there should be an unexpected development in 
intensity of the above storm. The only appre- 
ciable precipitation reported yesterday was 
one-tenth of an inch snow at Detroit and 
four*tenths at Chicago.'

Reorganization plans have been prepar- 
ed on this line, but so far they have not re- 
sulted in anything more than paper plans. 
_ Now that the Georgia Southern and Fior- 
ida is on the market a great possibility for 
a combination is offered. te that road, 
with the Atlanta and Florida, the Mariet- 
tu and North Georgia, were all to pass into 
the hands of one syndicate, an important 
system could be made of them by building 
a link or two. 

The Atlanta and Florida is advertised for 
sale on k ebruary Uth, to satisfy a mortgage 
under which $340, of bonds were issued. 
The Centra! ‘Trust Company, of New York, 
is the trustee, but the real party who is 
gushing the sale, is Adam Duteunhofer, of 
New Lork. Mr. Dutenhofer is a Georgian 
who has made a fortune and has invested 
largely in the south. The railroad compa- 
ny failed to pay the interest on the bonds 
of which he holds $650,000, and he wants 
the road sold so that he can get his money 
out of it. The line will have to be sold, but 
whether it will be put up on Monday week 
is another matter. ‘The property is now in 
the hands of Captain Garrett, as receiver, 
appointed by Judge Marshall J. Clarke, 
of the state court. The Centra] Trust 
Company is trying to sell under an order of 
the United States cqurt. Messrs. Payne 
& Tye, counsel for the receiver, and the 
creditors on whose application he was ap- 
pointed, will ask for au injunction to re- 
Strain the special commissioner, Captain 
Bob Lowry, from selling on the day ad- 
vertised. 

The control of the road is not a thing to 
be surrendered lightly, for it means con- 
siderable to creditors and attorneys. A 
sale at the instance of the Central Trust 
Company under this mortgage will secure 
the bondholders, but the other creditors 
and the stockholders will not have much 
show, for the property is not going to bring 
enough to pay all the indebtedness. 

Word come from New York that capital- 
ists there consider the project of consoli- 
dating the Atlanta and Florida, and cer- 
tain other roads mentioned, feasible. A 
link would have to be built from Marietta 
here, to let the North Georgia in, and con- 
nect with the .§tlanta and Florida. Anvth- 
er short link would connect the Atlanta 
and Florida i Georgia 
Southern and Florida, running 
from Macon to Valdosta and down into 
Florida to Palatka. This would give a line 
from east Florida to Knoxville by way 
of Atlanta and it would be a short route, 
too. A Knoxville connection can be made 
with the Cumberland Gap road, thus se- 
curing an outlet to Louisville and Cincin- 
nati. This would make a pretty good sys- 
tem, too, and would traverse fine terri- 
tory. It would be a lively competitor for 
the East Tennessee and the Nashville, 
Chattanooga and St. Louis. The gaps to 
be built would not be expensive in con- 
struction. 

As the roads are put tp for sale a syn- 
dicate may gather them in and in the end 
unite them Into one system.

A BIG BUSINESS DEAL. 


Saie of a Controlling Interess in Newnan’s 
First National Bank. 


Newnan, Ga., January -20.—(Special.)— 
There was consummated last week perhaps 
the largest and tmost fimportant business 
transaction that has ever taken place in New- 
nan. The transaction in question was a 
sale by Mr. W. B. Berry to Judge J. 8S. Bigby, 
of Atlanta, and Mr. C. C. Parrott, president 
of the Newnan National bank, of a majority 
of the shares of the capital stock of the First 
National bank, which gives them a controlling 
interest in the management of the affairs of 
that institution. 

Negotiations had been pending about a week 
but were not finally concluded until Thursday 
afternoon, when Mr. Berry formally trans- 
ferred to the purchasers a sufficient number 
of shares of stock to constitute a controlling 
interest. A meeting of the directors was then 
called, when Mr. Berry tendered his resigna- 
tion as president and Mr. C. C. Parrott was 
elected his stead. Miss Olive BE. Berry 
and Mr. P. B. Murphey also tendered their 
resignations as directors, and Mr. Parrott 
and Judge Bigby were chosen to fili the va- 
cancies thus created. Mr. John D. Berry, 
who was re-elected vice president at the an- 
nual meeting on the 10th instant, will be con- 
tinued in that office. Messrs. W. B. Berry 
and John VD. Berry still own a considerable 
amount of the stock, and both have been re- 
tained as members of the directory. Messrs. 
P. B. Murphey and H. H. North are also re- 
eee as cashier and bookkeeper respect- 
vely. 

While the effect of the deal will be to give 
Messrs. Bigby and Parrott control of both 
banks, yet they will be conducted as separ- 
ate institutions, there being no change ex- 
cept in the executive manugement. 

Mr. Parrott will continue to manage the 
affairs of the Newnan National as president, 


. Berry has been engaged continuously 

the banking business in Newnan since 
1861. In 1871 the First National bank was 
organized, and he has held the office of presi- 
dent uninterruptedly from the date of its or- 
ganization until last week. The bank en- 
joyed a remarkably successful career under 
his management, the total losses during this 
long period amounting perhaps to less than 
$2,500. It is doubtful if ahy bank in the 
state can make so creditable a showing in 
this respect, or if there is one that has earned 
more woney for its stockholders during a 
similar period.

Incredible as it may seem, the relic dealers 
recently succeeded in overdoing the business 
and when the boom burst they were left with 
reams of Washington’s ‘‘autograph’’ letters 
on hand, to say nothing of the bric-a-brac 
ordered in car lots. An enthusiastic collector 
is just now in a mood to smash a part of his 
china ware and a few human heads if he 
knew exactly where his virtuous wrath could. 
be justly vented. A New York dealer pur- 
chased for him a piece of china purporting 
to be a part of the well known set presented 
to Mrs. Washington by the French officer$ in 
America.

The relic hunter, 
who paid a good round price for his supposed 
treasure, has ascertained that it is only an 
imitation made in 1876 for a New York mer- 
chant, whom it cost but little over one dollar.

A northern man who went south to engage 
in the business of sheep raising has been driv- 
en out of it by the common cur of the coun- 
try, whose name is legion. He tells his story 
in The Atlanta Constitution. He bought 
land in the vicinity of that city with the pur- 
pose of breeding early spring lambs. He 
found land cheap, and indulged in dreams of 
a fortune easily and quickly acquired. But 
he had not considered the negro who keeps a 
host of dogs howling and foraging in the 
country round his cabin. Any one, by the 
way, who tries to sleep in a southern village 
for the first time, will wonder if there can be 
so many dogs in creation as he hears barking 
through the night. The northern man soon 
had cause to regret his investment, for his 
sheep were harried, bitten and killed by the 
hordes of dogs that seemed to lie in wait on 
all sides of his property.

NEW YORK, January 20~—It is really astonishing 
that the English spinners should be able to keep their 
machinery in motion with their small takings of cot- 
ton from Liverpool. The days’ sales for the week were 
actually over-estimated, smallas they had been thought 
to be, and the entire forward movement amounts to 
bat 40,000 bales.

THE WORK OF THE HUMANE SOCIETY 


Has Been Called Into Active Operation by 
the Recent Cold Wave—Animals 
Leit in the Street to Die. 


The Humane Society have had work to 
do in the days just gone by. 

In the greed of man to overwork their 
animals for the gain there was in it and m 
the brutali ty of drivers there has been a wide 
field for the correcting agencies of the 
city. 

Thareday night a horse was left on 
Peachtree street to die. The horse's leg 
had been broken, when the driver deserted 
him and left him there to freeze 
all night. Yesterday morning the animal 
was killed and his body was borne off for 
burial. : 

Colonel J. F. Burke, president of the Hu 
mane Society, Captain Carrier, superimten- 
dent, and others interested themselves in 
looking out for cases of cruelty.

“A few days ago a gentleman observed a 
pair of fine carriage horses harnessed to a 
carriage, the driver of which lolled lazily 
on the coachman’s seat, holding the reins in 
an indifferent sort of a way and gave no 
heed to the uneasy, fretful movements of 
the horses, who switched their tails and 
tossed their heads from side to side as if 
suffering from overtight harness. An ex- 
amination of the harness was the work of 
a few moments, but nothing unusual was dis- 
covered until the horses cruppers were ex- 
amined, when a pitiful sight was presented. 
The inhuman driver, in order to make the 
horses appear spirited and showy, had 
driven long iron nails through the cruppers 
under the tails of the horses and these 
spikes had worked into the tender fiesh, 
lacerating it at every movement and tor- 
turing them almost to madness. The mat- 
ter was at once reported to the owner of 
the team, who was beside himself with in- 
dignation at the inhuman treatment of his 
stock and he instructed the officers of the 
Humane Society to prosecute the driver to 
the fullest extent. It was determined later 
by the officers not to prosecute the negro 
this time, but to kéep him under surVeilance. 

Thus spoke Colonel Burke. 

“Do you have many cases af cruelty re- 
ported to you?” asked the reporter. 

“Not so many as formally,” replied Colo- 
nel Burke, “there are about two hundred 
members of the Humane Society, who live 
in different parts of the city, so that the 
territory is well covered, and these members 
promptly report cases of cruelty whenever 
they discover them. Since the establishment 
of the Home for the Friendless we do not 
have as many cases of cruelty to children 
reported to us, because many of these cases 
a looked after by that excellent organiza-
